THE STATE OF NEw HAMPSHIRE. 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Greenville, iv the County 
of Hillsborough, in said State, qualified to vote in Town 
affairs. 


You are hereby notified to-meet at the Town Hall in said 
Greenville on Tuesday, the tenth day of March next, at 
ten of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following 
subjects : 


1. To choose all necessary town officers for the year 
ensuing. 

2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
to defray town charges for the ensuing year, and make ap- 
propriation of the same. 

3. To hear the reports of agents, auditors, committees 
and officers heretofore chosen and pass any vote relating 
thereto. 

4. ‘To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
a sum of money not exceeding sixty dollars for decorating 
soldiers’ graves. | 

5. To see if the town will vote to authorize the select- 
men and town treasurer to borrow money for the use of the 
town. 

6. ‘To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the use of the library. 

7. To take the sense of the qualified voters whether the 
alterations and amendments of the Constitution proposed 
by the Constitutional Convention shall be approved. 
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8. ‘To see what action the town will vote to take with 
reference to installing an electric fire alarm system and see 
what sum of money the town will raise and appropriate for 
that purpose. 

9. To see if the town will vote to establish a police 
court and provide a suitable compensation for the justice of 
said police court. | 

10. To see what action the town will take with regard 
to installing and operating an electric plant for the purpose 
of supplying electricity for hghting streets and publie build- 
ings and for domestic uses in the town of Greenville, and to 
see what sum of money the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate for this purpose. 

11. To hear the report of the cemetery committee and 
see if the town will vote to authorize said committee to pur- 
chase land for cemetery purposes. 

12. ‘To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
a sum of money sufficient to provide a new heating oe 
for the town house, or take any action thereon.

REPORT OF FIRE WARDS. 


The Fire Wards respectfully submit the following report: 
During the past year the company has been called to 
answer the following fire alarms: 


May 18, 1902, forest fire near railroad bridge. 
Aug. 10, fire at George L. Blood’s house. 
Sept. 15, fire at Greenville Chair Shop. 

Oct. 23, fire at F. X. Nault’s house. 


Feb. 2, 1903, fire in the dye house of the Columbian 
Mfg. Co. 

The fire of Sept. 15 at the Greenville Chair Shop was the 
most disastrous fire that has ever visited the town. At one 
time it seemed impossible to save the gristmill, as it was on 
fire in several places; but by the efficient and faithful work 
of the firemen, assisted by a number of citizens, the gristmill ~ 
was finally saved. The fire wards wish to thank all who 
assisted them in any way. 

In recognition and in appreciation of services rendered. 
Herbert J. Taft, representing the Chamberlain estate, served 
a banquet to the firemen Oct. 7, which was largely attended 
and thoroughly enjoyed by all. 

At the special town meeting the town voted to extend 
the water pipes on Mill street. This addition to our fire 
system will give better protection to that. part of the town. 

The town has purchased during the past year 300 feet 
of hose, so at the present time we have 1,000 feet of first class 
hose. 

The company has appeared in one parade, on Memorial 
Day, by invitation of the G. A. R. The appearance of the 
firemen is much improved by the completion of their uniforms. 

We make the following recommendations: 


First, that the town install an electric fire alarm system. 
Second, that a hose carriage be purchased. Third, that the 


water pipes be extended on Depot street to the corner 
Temple street, also on High and Pleasant streets.

Our town has been very free from contagious diseases 
during the past year, measles being the only exception. The 
law requires that all cases of measles be reported, even 
if there is no attending physician. 

We would suggest that the refuse carried to the grounds 
be dumped as near the center as possible, as this will save 
expense of raking it together for burning. 

An analysis of the fountain water has been made during 
the year by the State Laboratory of Hygiene and reported 
an excellent drinking water.

The library and reading room have been maintained as 
in previous years. The aim of the trustees is to make 
this institution increasingly useful to all citizens. To this 
end we must furnish not merely works of fiction and other 
entertaining literature, but also works of reference. Some 
changes have been made in the rules which govern the taking 
of books from the library. Study books (7. e. not fiction or 
books in popular demand) may be kept out one month instead 
of two weeks as formerly. ‘The fine for all books overdue has 
been made two cents a day instead of ten cents a week as for- 
merly. The leading magazines are on the reading room table 
and ‘new books have been added in different departments. A 
detailed report cannot be given of the latter, as orders for 
further additions were being prepared when this report went 
to press. ‘The number of visitors has been 4,598, an average 
of over 15 per library day. The number of books circulated, 
2,038. 

We would call attention again to the fact that the 
library has outgrown its present quarters and great incon- 
venience is experienced in housing the books properly. Pro- 
vision must be made in the near future for a larger and more 
satisfactory room if the library is to continue its growth and 
usefulness.

SCHOOL REPORT. 


The school board submit the following report: 


During the past year our teachers have been conscientious 
and painstaking in their work, the attendance has been 
unusually good, showing interest both on the part of pupils 
and parents, and as a result very satisfactory progress has 
been made in all the schools. 

During the winter term, the heater in the school building 
became useless, which necessitated closing the schools, and 
beginning the Christmas vacation a week earlier than we had 
intended. ‘This shortened the school year one week, and 
caused the expenditure of nearly two hundred and fifty dol- 
lars, in purchasing and placing the new heater, as the detailed 
report will show. 

The conditions in the first and second primary depart- 
ments are very bad, the rooms are too small to accommodate 
the pupils that have to be provided for, and from their arrange- 
ment it is absolutely impossible to heat and ventilate them 
satisfactorily. The district should make some better arrange- 
ments for its primary scholars.
